Despite cancellation of plans for 
a Menlo Park Centennial celebra-' 
tion, Separate events to mark the 
city’s 100th anniversary are still 
going ahead.

Cloverleaf 
Construction 
Expected Soon 


Indications this week were that 
the Menlo Park area can expect 
construction of cloverleaf traffic 
interchanges at the intersections 
of the Bayshore highway with 
Marsh and Willow roads to begin 
early next year. 

J. P. Sinclair, engineer for Dis- 
trict IV of the State Division of 
Highways, told the Recorder this 
week that negotiations for acquis- 
ition of rights-of-way are going 
ahead now and that funds are al- 
ready on hand to pay for the pro- 
perty. 

Bids for actual construction will 
not be let, he said, until further 
funds are available. 

Sources close to the picture, 
however, declared that these 

funds are expected in the bud- 
get for 1955-56, which probably 
will be announced this autumn, 
and that the state expects to call 
for bids on the interchanges ear- 
ly next year. 

Construction of the traffic in- 
terchanges, the Recorder’s source 
disclosed, probably will take place 
in advance of extension of the 
freeway itself. But state officials} 
hope that by the time the clover- 
leaf structures are completed — 
about a year’s ‘job = work on this 
stretch of the freeway itself} 
should be ready to begin. 

Meanwhile, the City of Menlo 
Park is proceeding to reroute wa- 
ter mains at state.expense to clear 
the way for the highway project. 
The work, now on the drawing 
boards in the municipal water de- 
partment office, is scheduled for 
completion before the end of the 
year, City Manager C. L. Longson 
said. 

Longson disclosed that the ci-

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Pomponio Leaves a Lot of Out-Door Memories wi 


By ROGER FREEBERG 


When the San Mateo county Boy 
Scout council closes the gate on 
the fourth and last week-long out- 
door session of the 1954 summer 
season at Camp Pomponio Satur- 
day (July 24), about 804 boys from 
all parts of San Mateo county will 
have memories of spending at 
least part of the summer in the 
great out of doors. 

Of these, about. 180 were boys 
from the Live Oak district, which 
includes East Palo Alto, Menlo 
Park, Atherton and Woodside. 

All, however. will have a lot of 
meaningful experiences packed 
away in their memories—memor- 
ies of campfire sessions, at which 
a genuine Chippewa Indian chief 
told them of the lore of his peo- 
ple; memories of learning how 
to tell what animals make what 
tracks, and what sounds in the 
night, as explained by “Uncle 
Bill” Platt of San Mateo; memor- 
ies of huge meals packed away 
with gusto and a thousand and one 
other things. 

And above all, they'll remem- 
ber how busy they were, dur- 
ing the week-long session which 
each attended, filling the re- 
quirements of Scouting—learn- 
ing swimming, knot-tying, fly- 
casting, in short, as many out- 
door skills as can be packed in- 
to a week of learning. 

In fact, there are so many of 
these, Scout leaders aver, that 
most of the boys who attended this 

year’s session have indicated that 
they plan to be back next year, 
to take up where they left off. 

But the whole program would 
be impossible, if it weren't for 
Camp Pomponio itself. 

Camp Pomponio is situated in 
the Redwoods, between Portola 
State Park and San Mateo county 
Memorial park. It’s reached by 
three miles of what might well be 
one of the most tortuous roads 
still extant in the county, off Al- 
pine creek road. 

This is all to the good. A place 
as isolated as Camp Pomponio, but 
so close to what non-woodsmen 
lile to call “civilization,” is really 
‘Boy Scout country” at its best. 
There’s room for adventure; it 
would take a brave parent to drive 
up to bring “an extra sweater for 
junior” in midweek. 

160 ACRES \ 

The camp is 160 acres in extent; | 
so far, the Scouts have developed | 
only about 40 acres of their hold-| 
ing. But the camp is going to grow, 
because it has to. There are more 
and more boys who will be there | 


to use it in the years to come. | 
What happens to boys at Pom-| 
ponio? What do they do _ that} 


makes this time away from home 
so valuable as an experience? 
Harry Walrath, Live Oak Dis-|

“\We keep them busy. We have so 
many things for them to do that | 
most of them plan to come back 
next year, to finish up.

Often, they mean weeks or 
months out of work or in a hospi- 
tal, not to mention possible disabl- 
ing defects and the money and 
worry which they cost.”

The state representatives point- 
ed out that high school students 
should have the opportunity to ex- 
perience as many varieties of phy- 
sical activities as there is room 
to provide, since it is during this 
period of life that skills may best 
be developed. 

There should be a football field 
with an encircling track taking up 
five acres, a baseball diamond us- 
ing a hooded backstop and bleach- 
ers of three acres and 3.4 acres of 
field space for two fields for in- 
tramural competition and _ for 
team practice space for B, JV or 
frosh teams. 

Other intramural and_ inter- 
scholastic competition can be con- 
ducted on acreage provided for 
class instruction, such as the ten- 
nis courts. 

Rounding out of noon and after- 
school activities for girls and spe- 
‘cial extramural program of play- 
day, sports days, aquatics days and 
dance festivals should be schedul- 
ed for a full program with no ad- 
ditional space needed. 

At the end of the report it was 
said that in addition to the 22.7 
acres two fields totalling three 
acres, four basketball and three 
volleyball on hard surface of 6 
acre, archery and golf range 1.25 
post — saco series .... continued. 
and four tennis courts plus back- 
boards, .8 acre are needed. Also 
at least one more field space of 
1.6 acres for four interscholastic 
teams plus more boys and girls in 
intramural program. 

Miss Dexter pointed out that an 
increase in pupil load would re- 
quire additional acreage for in- 
struction so that the ideal 40 pupil 
class load can be maintained—ad- 
ditional acreage for interscholastic 
competition would not be needed, 
since each school would have but 
one “varsity,” no matter its size. 

The health education depart- 


ents over 1800 pose a tremendous 
problem in teaching. If classes are 
too large, discipline becomes diffi- 
cult. In competitive games, such 
as baseball and basketball, with 
limited teams, positions must be 
rotated when space for extra 
teams are not available, thus de- 
priving all students of full partici- 
pation in the class program.

Hunting Season Is Coming Up: 


Tasty Venison Requires 


By MAGGIE MOORE 


If there is a “Rod and Gun” 
man around your house—you| 
know it! 

Periodically the trappings of 
whichever season is approaching 
are gotten out and worked over. 
The fishing equipment must be 
checked and packed. The hunting 
dogs are given their workout to be! 
sure that they are in shape. The 
seasons sometimes seem to go on} 
and on fishing —hunting—deep | 
sea fishing—abalone diving—trout 
—deer—quail—ducks—and on and_| 
on and on. 

The lucky and proficient hunter 
and fisher brings back the spoils. 
And it’s the little woman who 
ends up with a freezer-full and the 
menu problem. 

This might be the reason that 
so many of the gifts of game are 
passed. But that isn’t the proper | 
attitude. Actually the main rea- 
son is that most people like game 
but are unable to go out after it, 
so their hunter friends treat. But| 
often—it is disappointing, be- 
cause, through lack of familiarity 
with game, they miss on the prep-| 
aration and may actually come to, 
dislike it. 

BE PREPARED 

Best be prepared. 

Deer season is coming up—in 
fact—not just one deer season but 
three. Not many of us'‘realize that 
hunting with the bow. and arrow 
is an up-and-coming sport. This 
season, though not usually very 
productive for the hunter, opens 
July 24. This goes on for about 
10 days to be followed by the 
regular deer season in this gen- 
eral area. The season for the 
high Sierras comes along in Sep- 
tember—thus the fellow who 
misses out on the regular season 
gets another chance. However, if 
you hunt with a bow and arrow, 
you aren’t allowed later to go out 
with a gun. 

In our house it is a rare occa- 
sion when the head of the family | 
doesn’t get the two deer on his | 


to help cool the meat down.” This 
naturally helps to keeps spoilage 
down. Then, too, before carry- 
ing your deer out of the woods— 
sometimes this takes several 
hours—the glands in the groin 
should be removed. These, too, 
can give an unpleasant flavor to 
the meat. 

If the packing out will take 
quite a bit of time, our hunter 
says, the heavy head and antlers 
should be removed. In the Sierras 
where a deer can be tracked into 
the wilds for miles, this is an 
advantage. Of course, it 
spoil the hunters’ pleasure of driv-

ing back to town with his kill im 
pressively draped over the front 
fender—but here again is some- 
thing that the man who knows 
doesn’t do. 
IMPRESSIVE—BUT 

The heat from the motor com- 
ing through the hood certainly 
doesn’t add to the condition of the 
meat. Some hunters have return- 
ed home after leaving their deer 
in the back end of the car with 
the head hanging out. This is an- 
|other mistake. Ever taste meat 
from one of these deer? They 
\taste strongly of exhaust fumes 
| which somehow enter the deer’s 
| mouth and go through the system 
|to permeate the meat. 
| Some hunters take only the best 
cuts of meat and then throw out 
the rest. Actually, in experienced 
hands, the deer-can be butchered 
like any other animal and not only 
steaks and roasts but stews and 
“deerburgers” can be had.

One important point—the deer 
fat is another reason why venison 
sometimes tastes unpleasantly 
|high. When preparing the meat

all fat should be removed and

AN EXPERT 

Naturally, we feel, with immo- 
dest pride, that this makes him an 
expert of sorts. 

Herewith we present some of 
his tips—not on the hunting, of 
course, but on what happens after- 
ward so that venison will be as 
tender and flavorful as it should 
be. 

First of all, every hunter good 
enough to get his deer should 
know a little something 
preparing it afterwards so that 
it won’t be “too high” in flavor. | 
This flavor may make your realize | 
for sure that this is really veni- | 
son. It can also forever destroy | 
your enjoyment of the meat. 
AVOID SPOILAGE 

As soon as possible after the 
shooting, your hunter should 
reach his deer and “cut it open
